Beit enacted by the Legisiature of the Stats of Minnesota:

Secrrox 1. That section 2 of chapter 12 of special
laws of 1865, entitled “ An act to incorporate the
Borough of Saint Peter,” and approved March 2, 1865,
be and the same is amended so as to read as follows:

Section 2. The boundaries of said borough shall be
as follows: Commencing at a point in the main
channel of the Minnesota river where the same is in-
tersected by the north line of section number fifteen
(152 in township number one hundred and ten (110),
north of range number twenty-six (26) west, in the
county of Nicollet; and State of Minnesota; thence
westerly along the north line of sections numbers
fifteen, sixteen and seventeen in the same township
and range, to the quarter post upon said north line of
said section number seventeen (17), thence south-
wardly along the cenire line of said section number
seventeen, and of section number twenty in the same
township and range, to the ¢uarter post upon the
south line of said section number twenty, thence
eastwardly along the south line of said section num-
ber twenty and of section number twenty-one in the
same township and range to the middle of the Minne-
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gota river; thence down said river along the main
channel thereof, to the place of beginning,

[Sec.2.] BSection19 of said act is amended s0 as to
regd as follows: The borough council shall have Powersof Coua-
power by crdinance to levy and collect a special tax %"
on the owners or holders of any lots in any alley,
street or public grounds, for the purpose of curbing
and paving the sidewalks, or lighting such sfreet or
alley, or for the purpose of paving, grading, repairing
or otherwise improving said street or public grounds:
Provided, That the resident owners of (one half)
of the real estate measured by superficial feef,
owned in any block, including any portion greater
than such block in length, or the whole of any street,
avenue, alley or lane fronting upon, including or sur-
rounding any public square or levee, ghall petition in
writing signed by them to the council for such im-
provement, by a tax upon all the real estate in said
blocks or parts thereof fronting on such Eroposed im-
provements, describing in said petition the style and
extent of the improvements desired. Then and in
such case the council shall forthwith cause noticein
be given by publishing the same for three successive
weeks in a newspaper printed and published in said
borough, once in each week, to the owners of all the
real estate affected by said proposed improvement,
who are not signers of said petition, and describing
the lot or lots, or parcel owned by each, that such pe-
tition has been made with a brief statement of the
proposed improvement, and requiring said men signing,
owners of gaid lots or parts of lots, to appear—on a
day in said notice to be mentioned—before the bor-
ough council and show cause why said petition benot
granted, and that in case of their default such im-
provements will be made as prayed for; and if upon
gsuch hearing no good cause be shown why such im-
provement should not be made, the couneil shall forth-
with proceed to contract by public lefting for the
making such improvement, and levy therefor an
ad valorem tax upon all the real estate siteated insaid
block, lots or parts thereof, which tax, together with
all the costs and charges of assessment and collection
thereof, and the interest thereon shall be a lien upon
the real estate so assessed. The assessment of said
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tax shall be by-publication in a newspaper printed
and published in said borough for three weeks, at
least once in each week, of a noticé containing an
accurate description of each parcel or tract of real es-
tate assessed, with a statement of the amount of said
tax upon each thereof, and the purposes for which the
assessment is made; and the clerk of said borough
shall cause a copy of such newspaper containing said
notice to-be mailed, postage paid, to the address of

any fraction, parcel or tract of the real estate so
assessed, if by duoe diligence such address can be ob-
tained., Such assessment shall be complete on the
day of the third publication thereof, but the owner of
any lot, piece or parcel thereof may contest the cor-
rectness of the amount so assessed against him at any
time within three weeks thereafter, before the council.
And if such tax, with the costs and interest, ghall re-
main unpaid for one year after the completion of the
asgessment as aforesaid, the council by ordinance may
direct that the lots, parts or parcels thereof, upon
which the said tax is delinquent, be sold for the non-
payment thereof by the clerk of said borough, who
shall cause a notice of such sale to be published in a
newspaper printed and published in said borough,
containing a description of the lands, lots, or blocks,
or parts thereof, with the amount of the delinquent
tax thereon, which notice shall be published for six
weeks, at least once in each week as aforesaid. And
upon such sale the clerk shall make, execute and de-
liver under his hand and the seal of said borough, a
deed in fee simple of the premises, lots or parcels
thereof, sold as aforesaid to the purchaser thereof,
which deed ghall vest in the grantee therein named,
his heirs or assigns, the absolute title in full to the
premises go sold: Provided, That if the tax assessed
as aforesaid@ upon any lot, block or part thereof be not
paid within thirty days after the completion of the as-
sessment, the same shaill bear interest at the rate of
ene per cent. per month, .

SEc, 3, Section 20 of said act be and the same is
hereby amended so as to read as follows:

The borough council shall have power to levy
and collect taxes upon all real and personal property
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within the limits of said borough, for the purpose of
general revenue, not exceeding one-half of one per
cent. upon the assessed value thereof,in each year in
any manner. The borough council shall also have
the power to impose, levy and collect & poll tax not
exceeding one dollar, on all able bodied male persons
over the age of twenty-one and under the age of fifty
years: Provided, Nothing in this section shall be con-
strued to conflict with the provisions of section 1% of ¢
this act,

BEc. 4. That section 22 of said act is amended so
as to read as follows:

Sec. 22. The borough counncil shall have the power
to open, widen, extend, grade, pave, or otherwise im-
})rove and keep in repair the streets, alleys, and pub- Ferther powars.
ic grounds of the-borough, and the assessment and
collection of all taxes upon persons or property there-
in for the construction or repair of highways and pub-
lic grounds in said borough, and all taxes collected,
and funds appropriated therefor, shall be under the
exclusive management and control of said corpora-
tion; and all moneys levied and collected for any
purpose shall be appropriated and expended as the
